Now that this woman 
has been identified, it is believed that even though we have 
no substantial subversive information concerning her, we should 
make dissemination limited only to the White House, the Attorney 
General and the Deputy Attorney General. We are thus identifying 
this woman and portray the clandestine nature of the operation 
by which she made the donation.
